Kurt Hofer, who was named 
the 1994-95 Robert O. I^wton 
Distinguished Professor St 
Florida State University during 
the April 29 commencement 
ceremony, said he is elated— for 
a while, at least.

radiation therapy in treating cancer, 
said the award will give him a 
greater voice in the university and 
more flexibility in his laboratory 
work. 

"Obviously it can mean different 
things to different people," he said. 
"A positive side is wider recognition. 
It makes a heck of a lot of difference 
in the kind of freedom you have. It 
also gives you the ability to influence 
matters in the university and 
influence what happens to make 
things better. 

"I'm pleased to have a voice," 
Hofer added. "I can't complain that 
I haven't been heard before but I 
intend to continue " 

Hofer has been honored by the 
university before as a recipient of a 
President's Teaching Award in 1980, 
the University Distinguished 
leaching Award in 1990 and the 
Itoss Oglesby Award for service to 
students in 1991. 

But he said this honor still has 
him surprised. 

"It is still difficult to believe that 
it happened," he said. "There are 
more than a thousand faculty 
members at FSU. Clearly there is 
no one who is clearly the best of 
them all. There was a bit of luck in 



this. If it takes a bit of luck, then I'll 
take it." 

Dougherty agreed that luck is 
involved as well as scholarship and 
research. 

"He's an outstanding scholar," he 
said. "But that doesn't mean he's 
the only top scholar, there are many 
top scholars at Florida State. I don't 
think there's any real magic to it, 
but I think he merited the award." 

Hofer's work on radiation therapy 
has laid the foundation for the field 
of modern radiobiology, a field in 
which more than 100 universities 
and research institutions have 
research programs. 

Hofer said he alternates between 
studying the mechanisms of 
radiation damage on normal body 
tissue and the application of 
radiation in treating cancer. In 1974, 
he found that radiation treatment 
is more effective when the cancer 
cells are heated by normal fever 




been used in hospitals am 
centers since. 

"Normal fever temperatures of 
103 greatly increase cancer killing 
with no evidence of damage on 
normal body tissue," he said. "Once 
it is used in the clinic, I have 
achieved what 1 wanted to, and as a 
scientist then I look for the next 
challenge."

Haitians fleeing from their island country, dominated by military tyrants 
waging a campaign of terror on civilians, are stopped by U.S. boats and forced 
back to their homeland. 

That was how the refugees have been treated, but that should change in 
a few weeks. President Clinton announced over the weekend that the Haitian 
boat people would be granted hearings to determine whether they are leaving 
their country for political reasons, in which case they could come to the U.S. 
or be placed in another country, or they are economic refugees, meaning they'd 
be shipped back to where they came from. 

Clinton has directed the Department of Defense and other agencies to 
prepare large U.S. naval vessels for shipboard hearings ofT Haiti's coast and 
to explore sites where applicants might be screened. Those interviews might 
take place at the Guatanamo Bay U.S. Naval Base in Cuba or aboard naval

As my belly got bigger, my 
head filled up with answers to all 
kinds of preliminary exam 
questions — not for baby-baking 
but for a doctorate in English. At 
eight-months pregnant, I took my 
English exams and passed A 
month later, I gave birth to a 
beautiful, black-haired, bronze- 
skmned perfectly healthy baby girl, C-section and 
all.

FSU profs: War 
prison without

The war on drugs of the 1980s did little more than 
elevate prison populations tremendously. 

That's according to the recently released The 
Economic Anatomy of a Drug War, a book written by 
David Rasmussen, director of the Florida Stale 
University Policy Sciences Center, and economies 
Professor Bruce Benson. 

The Economic Anatomy of a Drug War chronicles 
the dramatic increase in the number of drug offenders 
in prison, which has gone up by as much as 300 
percent depending on what drugs are involved. 

This leads to overcrowding and early release for 
potentially dangerous criminals. 

'The main point of the study was to reveal the cost 
and consequence of the drug policy and its 
continuation," Benson said Monday. 

The two researchers conducted a case study on the 
criminal justice system and its treatment of drug 
offenders. The book takes a look at statistics 
predominantly gathered from the Florida criminal 
justice system from 1983 through 1989. 



on drugs fills 
curbing crime 

James Orcutt, an FSU professor of sociology with 
an emphasis on drug abuse, said he sees the study as 
a strong step toward revamping the present criminal 
justice system. As it stands now, the system 
perpetuates the problem and fosters its increase, he 
said. 

'The study is right on target," Orcutt said. "Using 
the criminal justice system as resource for a quick fix 
to the drug problem causes crowding in jails. It is 
short sighted and does not solve the problem, but 
creates more of a problem." 

The last chapter of the hook explores the making of 
criminal justice policy in the future. The study wants 
more responsibility assigned to the decision makers 
by making them choose who is to be released when 
prison beds become full. This is seen as the key to 
cutting down the early release of criminals and 
overcrowding. 

'The policy is accountability in the criminal justice 
system. What's wrong with the criminal justice system 
is no key players are held accountable," Benson said.

The fight for justice sometimes means pounding the 
pavement — 1,200 miles worth. 

The Walk for Justice Campaigns Florida Branch 
brings together representatives from various Native 
American nations and local supporters this weekend 
before a group of protestors depart on a trek to the 
White House 

The walk focuses around appealing to President 
Clinton to grant clemency for Leonard Peltier, a Native 
American convicted of murdering two FBI officers 18 
years ago. Peltier, considered by supporters a political 
prisoner, has captured new attention as the subject of 
Rage Against the Machine's song and video "Freedom." 

"(Clinton) made a campaign promise that he'd pardon 
Leonard," claimed Florida organizer Darryl Barking 
Dog. "We're going to make sure he lives up to that." 

While only 20 people have registered to make the 
entire trek on foot, many protesters will join the march 
for two or three days, with some going up Highway 19 
to Atlanta. 

'The national walk started in Sacramento on 
February 11," said Barking Dog. "We'll be meeting 
them July 13 at Manassas, Virginia." 

National organizers are expecting a 25,000 to 80,000 



turnout when they descend on the Capital on July 15. 

Unique to this protest walk is its reliance on a 
grassroots concern and contribution along the way. 
Scouting with a two-day advance team, walkers will 
rely on communities, churches and individuals to provide 
parks, football fields, and open fields for campsites, and 
food contributions to help sustain the group. 

"It's one of those beautiful things," said Barking 
Dog, "you have to have a little faith that people are good 
and will help out." 

Organizers intend to travel at 3-5 mph, walking up 
to 30 miles a day Walkers will walk six days and rest 
one over 58 days. 

On Saturday, there will be a supper at Railroad 
Square for the protesters. 

"We're organizing a pot luck supper for the walkers 
and everyone coming in from around the state to show 
support at the Canal Club in Railroad Square," said 
Eddie Long. "Everyone is welcome to come and share." 

The potluck supper starts around 4 p.m. Saturday 
with live musical performances by John Lohman and 
Venus Envy, followed by the supper and traditional 
native American dances. 

At sunrise Sunday before the walkers get their send- 
off, the protestors will pass the peace pipe around at the 
Old Capitol. The walkers leave for Atlanta at 9 a.m.

Supporters of school prayer claimed a major victory when a federal court 
in Jacksonville ruled last week that a senior high school class could open or 
close its graduation ceremony with two minutes of "u nee n so red speech." 

The obvious intent, as realized by the American Civil Liberties Union, is 
to skirt the issue of the constitutionality of school prayer by drawing on the 
student's right to free expression-and if that free speech includes prayer, 
then Amen, brother! 

There is a fine line here, though. The student speaking won't be telling 
others what God means in his or her life or giving a testimonial Surely no one 
would object to that. 

Rather, this is an attempt to subvert the court's ban on school prayer. The 
ban is based on a simple notion— religion is a private matter and graduation 
isn't the place to be sucked into someone else's prayer to whatever God. 

Senior classes traditionally have a religious service near the end of the year 
Calfcd a baccalaureate service. This is the appropriate time for the students 
it tXprtM their gratitude to God and praise him in whatever way they see fit. 

Even if a majority of the students would welcome a prayer in their graduation 
ceremony, they should feel compassion for the "heathens" among them and 
refrain from offending the "infidels." 

Permits unnecessary 

There once was a time when America was a land of vast wilderness and 
frontierland, and those who felt scorned in Europe could come to this continent 
and head west to get away from civilization. 

Those days have long past, but small patches of sylvan beauty remain in 
the form of federal lands, typically called public land. The idea behind these 
forests, regulated by the U.S. Forest Service, is that they're there for everyone 
to enjoy. 

Now the U.S. Forest Service wants to require groups of more than 25 to get 
permits to do anything in national forests. The idea is to make sure no laws 
are broken, the campsites are sanitary, and so on. 

What's at stake, though, is a constitutional right to assemble The national 
forests are vast areas often enjoyed by people who care about the wilderness 
Often the largest groups meeting in these areas are environmentally conscious 



Or troublemakers, in the eyes of the l. 
The Forest Service's attempt to regulate group land use obviously won't 
infringe upon the rights of small groups of hunters or families using the parks. 
Groups like the Rainbow Family of Li ving Light which often holds meetings 
of thousands in public forests in which Deadheads, Hare Krishnas, rastas and

The same applies to 
symmetry and "beauty": the circularity of Oliver's 
argument is obvious. Oliver ignores another principle 
of logic in his "challenge" to Roger Walker: the burden 
of proof is on the one claiming design, not the converse. 
Nor has anyone equated evolution with "blind chance," 
since survival is a function of chance and the occurrence 
of qualities which defeat chance (such as coloring 
which happens to match a background). I'm not sure 
what field Oliver's Ph.D. is in, but if it is science or 
mathematics, the university granting it should be 
ashamed. In fact, considering the magnitude of 
in evidence, that should apply to any field. 



In response to I)r Oliver. I would like to point out 
a few holes in his argument. Dr. Oliver claims that if 
a person is to walk down the road and find an item, an 
arrowhead in his example, one can make the 
reasonable assumption that someone had to make 
this arrowhead. (Typically this argument is made 
with a watch analogy). Dr. Oliver goes on to say that 
since a flower is so much more complicated and more 
perfect than any arrowhead there must be a creator 
for the flower as well. By extension, since the universe 
is a complicated item like a flower, it too must have a 
creator. 

Sounds reasonable However if I was to stroll down 
the same path I would either dismiss any arrowhead 
as just a rock or I would miss it entirely. But say I 
found an abandoned computer I would look at the 
computer and say, "What an amazingly complicated 
thing. I bet it took a team of creators months and 
perhaps years to design and even more people were 
needed to build it." (If I was to apply this line of 
reasoning to a flower I would have to assume that it 
took flower engineers decades to come up with a rose, 
and then if I went on to apply this to the universe I 
would end up worshiping a group of pan -galactic globe 
makers.) 

In addition to presupposing a single creator, Dr. 
Oliver also presupposes that all life is perfect by 
picturing a flower. All one has to do is look for 
extinctions, cancers and animals ill-equipped to deal 
with a rapidly changing world to see that life is almost 
by definition not perfect and constantly in flux. 

Whether or not one chooses to see the evidence of 
evolution (i.e. change), it is there. It is in the extinction 
of species, it is the selective breading of domesticated 
animals, it is in the new strains of antibiotic resistant 
faced with a new environment, one 
r perishes. It is a rule as old as time.

about his job— serving students.

A canal flows beneath Railroad 
Avenue, but no one is really sure of 
its true name— whether its the All 
Saints Canal, the FAMU Canal, or 
the Railroad Square Canal— so just 
to be on the safe side, the founders of 
Tallahassee's newest cultural center 
opted for the vague: The Canal Club. 

The name is all that's vague about 
it.

to hold workshops as well. Basically 
we want to make art fun. and have 
a place where people can gather to 
enjoy it," added Deaton, who's also a 
curator at the Tallahassee Museum. 

The club is opening this weekend 
and is prepared to serve up a feast of 
various mediums of art all in one 
evening. Friday the 13th starts off 
with an art show comprised of works 



by three artists: Julie Bowland, 
Linda Hall and Gay Hanna Drennon. 

Each expresses herself uniquely— 
Bowland works with oils and her 
paintings lean toward expressionism 
with their dramatic landscapes in 
bold colors, Hall works with mixed 
media in an attempt to cross the 
fixed lines of art as she has done 
with her mural work, and Drennon 
designs splashing stone fountains 
that will gurgle behind the studjo. 

The piece that is at the Canal 
Club is located in a pool next to the 
garden in the back.

Unless, of course, the average IQ of 
American teens has dropped 
radically (heh heh cool heh heh). 

Some people have hailed Beck as 
the new king of pop music while 
others have described him as a 
fad with only one catchy 
Actually 
they're both right. 

Since most

Baaically, it's a line from Beverly 
Hills Cop III, in which they mock 
emergency assistance systems by 
taking it to the extreme of the 
ubiquitous annoying voice mail 
labyrinth: "If you have homeless on 
your lawn press number two." 

The line seems mildly humorous 
at first. However, when it precedes a 
movie which attempts to convey the 
plight of the homeless, you can't help 
wondering about the true motive for 
making this film. 

The plot of With Honors isn't 
complex or completely original. The 
main character Montgomery "Monty" 
Kessler is currently suffering 
through writing his senior thesis so 
he can graduate from Harvard with 
honors (hence the title). A freak 



his hard drive which all his work is 
stored on. 

This is where the suspension of 
disbelief begins: If you had been 
working on a paper for almost a year 
and something like graduating 
8umma cum laude depended on it, 
don't you think you'd store it on a 
disk, and a back-up 
disk? 

Monty, brilliant 
Harvard undergrad 
that he is, does not 
do that. In fact he only has one 
printed copy. Monty suddenly has a 
brainstorm and decides to make a 
duplicate, and this is where all his 
troubles begin. Thanks to a stray 
snowball and a slip, Monty loses his 
life's work to one Simon B. Wilder, a 
man who lives in the library's 
basement. 

Simon agrees to give Monty a page 
back for every favor (food, shelter, 
clean underwear, etc.) he performs. 
That's funny ... isn't that the plot of 
The Piano ? Well, things are strange 
for awhile, but soon all is mended 
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with technicolor glue. 

Monty learns among gaggingly 
mushy cliches some life lessons, and 
Simon gets the basic necessities. 
There is even a classroom scene 
where Simon stands up to Monty's 
adviser with a momentous speech 
and patriotism and — 
wait, is this Scent 
of a Woman?

Every once and 
awhile though, 
Simon gives a 
cough, hinting at a predictable yet 
moving ending for a simple plot. 

The problem of homelessness on 
American soil is often ignored in the 
United States. The pictures of 
starving children in Ethiopia and 
Mexico cover the television and 
magazines, instead of the 
impoverished people of every state 
in this country. The films that do 
attempt to address the topic are 
either very powerful, but on the 
depressing and drawn-out side (Tfw 



Fisher King); or are stereotype-filled 
comedies that rely on cheesy 
sentimentality. With Honors 
combines these two genres to create 
a film that could be a political 
statement with a heart, but falls just 
a few steps short. 

Alex Keshishan, whose main 
claim to fame is that daring Madonna 
flick most would choose not to 
remember, directed the film based 
on his own alma mater. All the 
camera angles in the world couldn't 
save this picture for the faults lay in 
the screenplay. Most of the 
characters are so transparent they 
really don't figure into the plot, they 
only serve as fiat characters that 
members of the audience 
(supposedly) can identify with 

The main roles of Monty and 
Simon are acted by Brendan FVaser 
(Eneino Man, Sehool Ties) and Joe 
IVsci (My Cousin Vinny, Goodfellas) 
respectively. Eraser proves his 
thespian skills yet again, but 



unfortunately he seems to be falling 
into the typecasting pit as the "hunk 
with a heart.' 

As Simon, Peso presents all his 
sparkle complete with winks, the 
annoying catch phrase "oh boy, oh 
boy," and street sensibility. 
Unfortunately, the script plays too 
strongly upon sugary sentiments 
which just seem so wrong coming 
out of a mouth like Pesci's. 

Too many red herrings, a horrible 
soundtrack, a love triangle for no 
reason and the strange feeling you've 
seen this movie before almost ruin 
what could have been greatness. The 
movie is worth seeing for the 
depiction of the homeless is 
considerably more in depth than in 
most, and it's an opportunity to see 
some up and coming stars — if only 
for a few minutes. 

With Honors is not all that 
honorable, but at least it attempts to

The crash of the magazine's inves 
tigative report "Tainted Title" 
rocked the Capital City and left 
thousands wondering "what if" in 

What if Florida State football 
players accepted gifts and money 
from unscrupulous agents during 
the season? What if Seminole 
coaches and administrators knew 
about the alleged shopping spree? 

The university says it had no 
clue. Si's story implies it knew ex- 
actly what was going on. 

So after the article has had a 
day to soak in, a new question 
emerges— How credible is the ar- 
ticle itself and its seven sources? 

One major source is a known 
liar. Another a former player with 
no eligibility left Still others have 
individual character flaws. 

For those who have not read the 
report, it alleges that at least seven 
FSU football players received cash

and his "bird dog," Nate Cebrun, 
during the 1993 season. The story 
also implies that FSU coaches, in- 
cluding head coach Bobby Bowden, 
at least suspected the wrongdoing 
and may have known about it out- 
right. 

Former Seminole defensive back 
Corey Sawyer, who entered the 
NFL draft and was taken in the 
fourth round, is Si's main source 
Sawyer told of his and the other 
players' shopping spree and re- 
flected on Bowden 's warnings to the 
players after the spree.

But did Bowden suspect the 
wrongdoing or was he merely reit- 
erating the NCAA rules? Sawyer's 
story is never challenged. 

It's what Florida State Associ- 
ate Athletic Director Wayne Hogan 
feels is a major shortcoming of the 
story: Things are implied, not sub- 
stantiated or backed up with facts," 
he said. 

Cebrun said he "counseled" play- 
ers but stopped short of admitting 
that 



out. Such action is illegal in Florida 
and can be penalized by incarcera- 
tion. 

Cebrun has previously been as- 
sociated with scandal at UNLV, 
where he once claimed to be a bas- 
ketball coach, even wearing what 
he says is a championship ring. But 
the ring is suspected to be one of 
many fakes sold for profit and it is 
known that he never coached the 
Rebels. 

SI also interviewed a Tallahas- 
see woman romantically linked to 
Cebrun. The woman, Meirley 
Lockhart, said she remembers con- 
versations between Cebrun and his 
associates about the spree and that 
she even told former FSU receivers 
coach John Eason. 

Eason supposedly felt she was not 
credible either and didn't tell anyone 

"I don't believe for one minute 
there was a coach on our football 
staff that knew the allegations were 
true," said FSU Athletic Director 

So after analyzing the credibil- 
ity of the article's sources, the ar- 
ticle itself needs to be looked at.

Regardless of the magazine's 
motives, university officials have 
admitted that players received the 
gifts, but what remains to be seen is 
the knowledge or level of involve- 
ment of those officials.

Colony Club resident Bruce 
Carr and his roommates came 
home from a fraternity meeting 
Sunday afternoon to find their 
apartment under more than a 
foot of water after torrential rains 
caused flash flooding throughout 
Leon County. 

"I don't know if I'm going to 
cry or just go home," Carr said 
Sunday as he stood in a pool of 
water in his living room. 

Most of the first-floor 
apartments in Colony Club on 
Call Street were flooded when 
water shot out of a sewer and joined 
with the heavy run-off coming 
from Tennessee Street, carrying 
pieces of asphalt, rocks, branches 
and mud. 

"It was like a river," said 
resident Stephan Batcheldor. 
'The sewer drain exploded and 
people were just floating by on 
tubes and stuff. Some guy 
grabbed a mattress and used it 
as a raft. "You couldn't see 
anything here, not the grass or 
the fence," he added. "It sucks. 
Everyone on the bottom floor got 




flooded out." 

The thunder storms, which 
dumped about six inches on Leon 
County within three hours, 
managed to soak apartment 
dwellers and their belongings. 

Carr said he and his 
roommates suffered more 
than $17,000 in damage 
including electronic and 
stereo equipment, 
clothing and textbooks. 

'The trash can floated 
out of my room," said one 
of Carr's roommates, 
.Jarvis Addison. "I feel 
very upset and hopefully 
someone will take care of 
this. You don't expect something 
like this to happen during a 
thunderstorm." 

Fred Jenkins, who also liws 
with Carr and Addison, said the 
damage is going to present a 
serious problem, especially with 
school work. 

"It's stuff you can't replace," 
said .Jenkins, an electrical 
engineering major at Florida 
State University. "Like our books, 
we need those immediately. I 
have a quiz Wednesday and a 
test Friday and no homework can 



be done at all."

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The scandal 



Now that the initial hype over the Florida State football scandal has 
am down, it s safe to analyze how much damage has been done to 
FSUs program and where the problems really were. 

As the story goes, the university itself has managed to distance itself 
from the player-agent transactions. Officials and coaches have all 
denied knowing about any activity that broke NCAA regulations As 
long as they aren't lying, the program itself should be safe 

Still, that raises some troubling questions. When players can go off 
and run up shopping sprees at Foot Locker in blatant violation of rules 
while coaches remain supposedly, blissfully unaware, it makes us 
worry that bigger problems could have been passing right under the 
noses of an unperceptive staff. P 

More than likely, the coaches had at least a hint of what was going 
on. If so, that they chose not to act on that hunch is either a sign of 
terrible irresponsibility or a message to the players that they understand 
the trials of being a scholar-athlete. 

This brings up the question of whether the NCAA should take the 
easiest solution to the vulnerability of athletes to agents waving money 
around and allow universities to pay athletes for their ability and 
performance, regardless of the sport. 

At first, rewarding athletes for their contributions to their programs 
seems like a good idea. Giving football players a small stipend might 
also help them make ends meet, since many come from poor families 
and struggle all the way through school. 

Still, the cons certainly outweigh the pros. Paying players would 
open the university up to strikes. Also, the university or the NCAA has 
to get into the tricky business of deciding how much everyone is worth 
Would a Charlie Ward be paid more than a walk-on freshman who will 
probably never even make the travel team? And if not, how is the scale 
determined? The fight for who starts at nose guard or left tackle would 
become not only one of pride but money. 

Then other sports must be factored in. If football players are paid 
why not baseball players? And softball players, and golfers— and What 
about the fencing team (hey, they're going to nationals next month) 1 ? 

Factor m the perhaps old-fashioned idea that athletes are in school 
for an education and should not receive any sort of monetary award for 
playing sports (the rational behind the NCAA rules the Seminoles 
broke) and, even if it would be nice to give athletes a token reward for 
the recognition they give to their university, it becomes clear athletes 
can't be paid for playing. 

But it still stands to reason that paying players for participating in 
college sports would undermine the intended motivation for going to a 
university— to get an education. 

M^ ether f Hey ^ hold j0bs is another matter entirely. How can the 
NCAA regulate against companies giving top athletes bogus jobs- 
such as a car company paying a team's big star to promote their 
business— and legitimate part-time employment? 

Finally, it should be remembered that the problems Sports Illustrated 
uncovered at FSU are hardly unique to the university 

Perhaps the '"scandal" will provide a forum for discussing the merits 
of changing NCAA regulations. Though the investigation has tarnished 
FSU, perhaps some good can come out of it after all.

Indeed, begging the question is not evidence, as 
pointed out by Mr. Yaciw.

SAN FRANCISCO— Why should criminals in our federal 
prisons have access to weight rooms and weight lifting 
equipment? Aren't we just coddling prisoners or, worse, aren't 
tax payers giving prisoners the chance to get stronger and 
more dangerous when they are released from prison? 

At a time when many Americans are fed up with crime and 
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strikes law in California. Deborah Pryce, a Congresswoman 
from Ohio, exemplifies the trend with her proposed ban on 
federal weight-lifting equipment in prisons. Price introduced 
her legislation as an amendment to the crime bill, and it 
carried in the Houses by a big margin. A crime bill has already

love physical fitness, soap operas and long, soulful 
chats with their honey and the kids.

Convicts, on the other hand, want the boat to sink. 
As a group, convicts are dedicated to outlaw conspiracies. 
When they are free, they exist in a shadowy fringe of society, 
what used to be known as "the underworld." They live by their 
own rules: crime to them is a way of life. 

In prison there is something called "the convict code." 
Convicts see all prison officials as the enemy, and they view 
with deep suspicion anything given to them by the enemy.

You only have to recall any of the old James Cagney prison 
films — stark places with no frills. Prisoners whisper out of the 
sides of their mouths about rioting, burning down the joint and 
escaping over the walls.

Those known within the walls as inmates, alternately, live 
within the bounds of society but have failed for one reason or 
another. Greed, drugs and passion are their main downfalls. 
Because of drug laws and new get-tough policies, there are 



inmate types in prison now than there are convicts. 
Inmates are called ITFO's because mainline convicts don't know 
where they're coming from and they distrust them intensely. 

Many inmates can be rehabilitated. They work in prison 
factories, attend educational and drug programs and plan to 
live as good citizens when they are released. They enjoy their 
exercise and TV shows and work like any blue collar people 
They are the ones who will be hurt by the new punitive bills the 
politicians are dreaming up. 

Prison officials also realize, of course, that a lot of tension 
and aggressive tendencies are dissipated through exercise. But 
the real reason that prisoners now have weights and other 
forms of recreation is as a means of control. Officials allow such 
privileges so they can threaten to take them away for 
disobedience, agitation and disruptive conduct. Without these 
luxuries, officials lose a large measure of control. 

Convicts understand this better than anyone else. They also 
know that when these things are lost, angry inmates may turn 
to them for advice and support. One convict said to me just 
before I left federal prison recently: 

"Man, I hope they take those weights and everything else 
Then maybe we can get people in here to talk about some work

the White House," he said Thursday. 
"This is not their race." 

Add in former President George 
Bush's son Jeb Bush, who declared 
in October he was running against 
Gov. Lawton Chiles, and many of 
the biggest races have become a 
clash of the Titans. 

Griffin s big on values 

Griffin, a Republican, sits on the 
Board of Directors of the American 
Family Association and is well 
known for her pro-life stance and 
support of family values. 

Griffin accused Peterson of trying 
to pose as a conservative while 
voting like a liberal in Congress and 
said voters would know what to 
expect if she were elected as a 
representative. 

Griffin said she is against tax 
increases in any form and would not 
vote for a tax hike even if pressured 
politically 

"I've been battling taxes for 
years," she said. "One of the key 
things in the platform is opposing 
any increases in taxes." 

She also said she believes health 
care reform is appropriate for the 15 
percent of Americans who do not 
have insurance rather than for all 
citizens. On welfare, she supports 
workfare and said an organized 
system of providing jobs for the 
unemployed is an important part of 
welfare reform. 

Many community members know 
her best for her adamant pro-life 
stance and her support of family 
values and opposition to what she 
terms sexual immorality. 

"My history is loud and clear in 
this community on moral issues. 
There's no changing there," she said. 

Griffin and Peterson are the only 
major-party candidates in this race. 

Rodham s Mack attack 

A public defendant in Miami, 
Rodham said he's seen the criminal 
justice system from the inside and 
Mack's going about the war against 
crime the wrong way. 

"We need to take back our 
streets," he said Thursday. 

But simply building more j 



isn't the answer. 

This country incarcerates more 
people than any other civilized nation 
in the world," Rodham said, adding 
that early intervention and 
educational programs are more 
effective than post-conviction 
programs. 

Rodham also offers a different 
perspective than Mack on how to 
handle the drug problem. He said he 
sees drug addicts as affected by an 
illness and they primarily need 
treatment. 

But ending the prohibition 
against controlled substances is out 
of the question, he continued. 

"I would never in a million years 
vote to legalize any drugs," he said. 
"I've seen too much of the havoc 
wreaked by drugs to vote for making 
them legal." 

On the health care front, Rodham 
blasted Mack for his rebuttal to 
Clinton's health care reform 
proposal—a rebuttal that Rodham 
said must have been written before 
Mack evon saw or heard Clinton's 
speech. 

"When Connie Mack says there is 
no health care crisis in America, it 
seems fair to say he wants to keep 
the status quo," Rodham said, adding 
that it's easy for someone like Mack 
who receives free health care for 
being a senator to miss out on the 
magnitude of the health care crisis. 

They just say "Jeb"! 

Jeb Bush is running on a platform 
that emphasizes individuality. He 
says he would put more power in the 
hands of the people, with a smaller, 
smarter government that lets people 
run their own lives. 

Crime control is one of the main 
pillars of Bush's campaign, especially 
in the fight against juvenile crime 
Bush claims the problem is a system 
that treats young offenders as 
victims of society rather than 
predatory criminals. 

Bush has also identified welfare 
reform, education and limiting tax 
increases as planks in his campaign 
platform. 

With Griffin, Rodham and Bush 
throwing their hats into the ring, 
many issues will be debated and 
dragged into the open in the 
upcoming months.

Patricia Foster said she couldn't 
believe her ears. After struggling all 
her life with society's image of beauty, 
just when she thought 
things were changing for 
women— it all crumbles 
with the words of one of 
her students. 

So Foster did the one 
thing she knew best, she 
decided to write about it. 
Foster began by writing 
to fellow female authors, 
asking them to 
contribute. She was met 
with an incredible 
response: pieces from a 
diverse multicultural 
background that covered 
topics from adolescence to 
menopause, that discuss 
the beauty myth, hair 
color, fashion and dieting 
began to pour into her 
mailbox. 

Minding the Body, the work that 
was spurred by a student's lament, 
serves not only as a place for women 
writers to voice their opinions on 
issues that plague females in the 
world today, but as a turning point 
in feminist literature and the 



questions it 

Foster not only wanted the public 
to read the book, and perhaps think 
about it^she wanted people to talk 
about how they felt with others 
Tallahassee residents have that 
opportunity, as well as being able to 




talk to the writer herself. 

Rubyfruit Books, a long time 
supporter of feminist and alternative 
literature, is holding an evening to 
celebrate and discuss Minding the 
Body "An Evening with Patricia 



of readings from the work, Foster 
will read her piece, "Reading the 
Body" and Burroway hers, 
"Changes". This will be followed by a 
question and answer period with the 
authors as well as the chance to have 
books, available at the shop and other 
bookstores, autographed. 

'1 hope that after reading it people 
will have questions they want 
answered, and not be ashamed to 
ask them," Foster said Saturday. 
"Fear silences, it seems sometimes, 
as if we've forgotten how to be angry. 
This resistance needs to be 
unlearned. ... I'm not afraid." 

"The inception, of course, is 
autobiographical, as I detail in the 
introduction," Foster added. "I feel 
only after you are released from 
stereotypes do you become truly free. 
Women need to look for new 
standards to see themselves, and 
certainly not those set by advertising 
companies. Rather, women need to 
control their own image and ask 
themselves, why do we need to have 
agendas for our bodies and who's 
setting them for us?" 

The book contains 20 pieces, 
including the introductory essay by 
Foster, that deal with pertinent 
issues through varying outlooks. 
Authors include the renowned — as 
in Margaret Atwood (The 
Handmaids Tale, Cat's Eye, The 



Robber Bride, etc.), the up and 
coming— including Naomi Wolf (The 
Beauty Myth, Fire With Fire) and 
the local — such as Janet Burroway, 
a MacKenzie professor at Florida 
State University (The Buzzards, Raw 
Silk, Cutting Stone). 

"I think Lucy Grealys 
contribution sort of sums up the 
whole idea. 'Mirrors' explains how 
we tend to see our body as our self, 
not including two true parts of self: 
our spirit and mind. She compares 
fixing her face to fixing her life. That 
is not what we should be doing, we 
need to define the 'internal mirror' 
and learn to love things you can't 
change, for they are a part of you," 
Foster said.

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Artists find new haven on the Internet

The Internet is meant to be a strict 
forum for scientific and technological 
exchange, supplemented by 
occasional casual banter for mild 
tension relief. 

Isn't it? 

Not for the Hamnet players, Net- 
connected techno musicians 

and Sub Pop records, to name 
a few. The Net is swiftly 
becoming the hangout for the 
postmodern artist. 

What the Net offers, 
inherently, is rapid and 
accurate exchange of large 
amounts of information, which can 
take the form of text or pictures 
Although this information exchange 
was confined to technical realms, it 
was only a matter of time before 
artists interested in a new forum 
caught on to this entire frontier of 
capability. 

Electronic musicians have found 
the most secure toehold. Their art 
(this is where techno, ambient and 
that stuff you hear in planetariums 
fits) already depends largely on 
computers to produce and combine 
the various sounds that make up 
instrumental and sample-filled 
pieces. Artists who were E mailing 
their friends across the country about 
the music they were making or clubs 
they went to found they could just as 
easily exchange the very notes they 
wrote. 

Earlier this month the Communal 
Groove Machine was created as a 
way of letting techno musicians 
across the country participate in a 
project that will produce a 10-hour 
musical orchestration of Andy 
Warhol's diaries, to be performed in 
Chicago in late June. CGM itself is a

program called the Center for Talent 
Development MOO, where users can 
telnet from their own home Internet 
accounts and interact with other 
users, grab bits of sampled music 
and post their musical contributions. 

Techno clubs in San Francisco 
have also caught on to the 
now raves are being 
held and coordinated 
that use computer 
generated hypnotic 
visuals to 
supplement the 
ethereal music 

Directly on the Net 
itself, there's an 
artistic treasure trove waiting to be 
perused. You have probably already 
heard about World Wide Web, a 
point and-click method of checking 
out whatever files and pictures may 
interest vou from computers across 
the globe WWW also holds the best 
conglomeration of hypertext art, 
poetry, fiction and sound-bites 

One WWW mecca of art just 
oozing with computer-generated 
creativity is called Web's Edge, 
running out of Stanford University. 
Web's Edge is a springboard to such 
gems as a site devoted to the 4AD 
record label, lists and connections to 
on-line 'zines, a daily cartoon called 
Dr. Fun, or Le Louvre, a virtual art 
gallery sponsored by the actual 
Louvre (yes, the one in Paris) which 
is currently hosting three on-line 
exhibits. 

Playwrights are finding their own 
way to utilize the forum called 
Internet Relay Chat, a program that 
is immensely popular on the Net 
where users talk to each other 
through the text they type A group 
called the Hamnet players use IRC 
to perform their own parodies of 



Shakespeare Their lines are all 
improvised and no rehearsal is 
allowed. This past February the 
players got together from across the 
world to do an 80-line version of 
Hamlet. Then, in April, they 
performed PCBeth , the computerized 
version of Macbeth, in celebration of 
Shakespeare's birthday PCBeth 
even incorporated computer 
generated pictures to supplement the 
text performance. 

Independent music has also begun 
a migration to the Net. Sub Pop 
records is beginning to get into the 
E-mail scene and Cyberden.com is 
developing as the Net publicity 
contact for gothic rock and industrial 
bands It's no wonder that the favored 
musicians of hackers and bleeding- 
edge enthusiasts would choose to 
move into the neighborhood where 
their fans hung out. 

Where the Net has seemed the 
natural haven for the late-night 
programmer and scientific 
researcher, it is also developing as 
the newest multimedia gallery, dance 
club and poefs corner. So don't be 
surprised when you pick up the latest 



release of your favorite band and see 
their E-mail address in the liner 
notes or find a place to view the best 
new artwork after all the local 
museums have shut their lights for 
the night.

States today. She speaks of her 
childhood taunts and teenage angst 
that grew into a fixation in her 20s 
that led to pills and punishment. The 
best lines are the ones that don't 
cower in the corner, but jump ofT the 
page because they are so honest, you 
can't believe she's trusting these 
thoughts to you. 

Even when it seems you don't 
relate to the subject of the essay or 
understand the context of the 
situation, the emotion of each writer 
is simply overwhelming. 

Margaret Atwood, one of the most 
prolific and popular female writers 
of the era, contributes a lighthearted 
yet thought-provoking excerpt from 
The Female Body. We laugh over her 
jabs at Barbie dolls and 
advertisements, yet after the last 
sentence leaves the reader left with 
the horrible realization that although 
it is funny in parody, it is mocking 
what women have to deal with 
everyday. 

The book includes an assortment 
of grim tales of the diseases that 
challenge women today. Kathryn 
Harrison's 'Thicker than Water" 
deals with the psychological, while 
Judith Hooper's "Beauty Tips for the 



Dead" deals with breast enncer and 
treatment Naomi Wolf challenges 
doctors' ignorance of the implant 
backlashes in "Keep them Implanted 
and Ignorant," Jenefer Shute tackles 
anorexia with "Life-Size," and Nancy 
Mairs attempts to relate her multiple 
sclerosis and self in "Carnal Acts." 

One of the best aspects of this 
book is the various cultures from 
which these women come. Connie 
Porter's humorous tale of posterior 
ends and designer fashion gives an 
African-American perspective in 
"Beauty and the Beast." "Department 
of the Interior" by Linda Hogan 
illustrates women's lifestyles in 
Native American culture. An 
especially funny illustration of the 
ridiculous nature of standards of 
beauty is Hanan AJ-Shaykh in her 
piece, "Inside a Morrocan Bath." Al- 
Shaykh is continually chastised for 
being too thin, in fact after she is 
married and walking down the street 
one day a family friend actually yells 
at her, "Hanan Al-Shaykh! So you're 
married at last! Are your tits any 
bigger these days?" 

Minding the Body will stay in your 
thoughts long after you read it. It 
will make you think, sniffle over the 
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humor and maybe even get angry. So 
do what every woman, actually what 
every human being needs to do: Read 
the book and hear the future.

coach Ron Brown. "He's about 6- foot-8, and he can run, 
jump, shoot and rebound."

For some I^ady Seminoles, getting into any 
regional partially makes up for losing the ACC 
championship to Virginia. 

This just about makes up for not winning 
the ACC," said Aase.

Hopefully, this will fire us up and well 
find out if we deserve the seeding we got." 
And while losing the ACC tournament may 



have been a difficult pill to swallow, just making 
the tournament has brightened FSU's outlook. 

"We've got four seniors, so there's going to be 
lots of emotion to get them back to another 
NCAA tournament," said junior first baseman 
Heather Feltmann. "Plus, we've got a lot of 
young players who will be excited because they've 
never been to the post- season."

Businessman drops all to help homeless

Dave Stuart ran his own lucrative real- 
estate firm, but 13 years ago he started 
helping others who weren't as lucky. 

Now he does it full time. 

"Part of life I wanted the American 
dream, I wanted to be independent and 
that meant having enough money where I 
didn't have to depend on anybody for 
anything," Stuart said last week. "As I 

looked back, I began to realize that to do that is very detrimental to 
society or the group as a whole. To do that I have to use people— people 
had to become a commodity to use." 

Growing apart from his material pursuit, Stuart found his energy 
and focus aimed at the problems around him. 

"My life has been an experiment of what's wrong with this world and 
if there is a solution," said Stuart, "And I think I've found one." 

The crux of the problem, Stuart said, is our value system that 
condemns the sick, judges the worth of one's pursuits based on monetary

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Regents approve raises for 
university presidents and Reed

The Board of Regents decided Tuesday to mimic a 
recent 4 percent salary increase for faculty from the 
state Legislature and grant a similar raise for university 
presidents and the chancellor 

During their meeting at Florida State University's 
Turnbull Conference Center, regents said they hope to 
improve the quality of education in the state of Florida 
The pay increases for presidents 
may help a system that's rates are 
below national levels. * 

"We need to come up with 
strategies to increase the quality 
of the education system," 
Chancellor Charles Reed said 
Tuesday. 

BOR finance committee cha*r 
James F. Heekin Jr. said this is 
the first time in four years the 
regents have been able to review 
salary lists for university 
presidents. 

"We have not received any funding from the 
Legislature since 1990 so we had to ask our consultant 
to update the information," said Heekin "Even though 
the consultant found our ranges appropriate, he 
recommended we expand the figures to allow for more 
flexibility to allow for more new entries." 




Heekin referred to figures from the Carnagie Institute 
which categorizes schools by the number of graduate 
and doctoral programs they support FSU has recently 
moved up to the Research One category, ranking it 
among the top universities in the nation. 

"With FSU and UF we have two Research One schools 
in the State University System," he said "The BOR has 
approved the consultant's recommendations." 

Chancellor Reed said he will evaluate the 
performance of each university president and make pay 
raise recommendations to the BOR when the pay 
increases become effective in November. Reed's salary 
performance also will be up for review. 

"The BOR wants me to make these 
recommendations," he said "Board chair Carolyn 
Roberts will evaluate my salary." 

FSU President Sandy D'Alemberte said he welcomes 
the prospect of a raise, though he's still relatively new 
to the job and isn't displeased with his current pay. 

"We still have to wait until November," said 
D'Alemberte. "1 just received this job so I do not have 
any salary grievances." 

Florida A&M University President Frederick 
Humphries said a lot of salary problems need to be 
corrected along with his possible pay raise. The BOR 
also approved a $7,500 position with Brinker 
International for Humphries He would be a consultant 
on minority issues.

"You have to have some facts to initiate an investigation of 
Barbara Linthicum, an attorney for the Florida Elections Commission, 
said Tuesday. "He gave nothing to substantiate his claims. We had no 
reason to investigate." 

Doug Guetzloe, an Orlando Republican consultant, leveled the 
accusations in a letter to the commission Feb. 21. Linthicum said the letter 
was determined to be legally invalid. For starters, Guetzloe's letter wasn't 
notarized as is required and two of the claims weren't even violations. 

His allegations included: 

• "Accepted monies from campaign supporters and then 'loaned* said 
monies to his campaign.'* 

• "Arranged for business supporters of his to purchase services for his 
campaign directly without passing through his campaign account." 

• "Using campaign monies to defray his legal office expenses." 

• "Accepted office rent in excess of $500 as an in-kind contribution." 
Linthicum said Guetzloe has filed numerous violation allegations against 

candidates throughout the state with her office. No other reports were 
made against Weaver or any other candidate in the last City Commission 
race. 

Neither Weaver nor Guetzloe could be reached for comment Wednesday.

Clearly these people live in a comfortingly simple world. 

The trouble is, it's a world that depends on suppression of 
knowledge. To see America as "the best country in the world" 
you have to ignore much of America's story. This country has 
committed atrocities and has generated great good, our govern- 
ment has grievously wronged the poor, African-Americans, 
women, and it has also acted to ameliorate those wrongs 

The point is that the U.S.— past and present-is a 
hag of crimes and triumphs. To force students to see 
country as unequivocally good is to lie to them. 

If Pat Hart and her co-religionists on the Lake County 
School Board want to push the best and the brightest of 
American culture, they should make sure students learn the 
Constitution, the Bill of Rights and the Declaration of 
Independence. Those shining documents mitigate the sorry 
purposes to which the United States has often turned them. 

But I suspect the Constitution might make Pat Hart nervous, 
what with its emphasis on free conscience, free thought and 



of tolerance, open exchange of ideas and decency probably 
scare her. The only way in which American culture is truly

"We learn that people who threaten our security are our 
enemies," he said. 

Headly points to the indigent drug user as the kind of 
rson we must learn to accept and help as our neighbor. 
The only way we can ever get involved with what they need

Those who want to help must decide they have the time and 
get them to trust us. If the homeless know we care, they begin 
to listen but you have to be ready to make yourself available, 
he added.

Tallahassee investigator Brenda Walburn and was 
asked to come in for questioning. No warrant was issued 
for Charlton, but he agreed to be interviewed. 

At 3:30 Tuesday afternoon Charlton spoke with 
Walburn. He was later charged in connection with the 
incident and taken to the Leon County Jail.

Attempts to reach Charlton Wednesday afternoon 
were unsuccessful. 

Nancy Showalter, the public defender who 
represented Charlton at the first court appearance, 
also declined to comment. 

"If convicted of the second-degree felony, the sentence 
could be a maximum of 15 years," Rhonda Scott said. 
This is his first offense; we haven't found any prior 
convictions." 

Bentley sentenced to road work 

After pleading no contest to misdemeanor chargers 



of audiotaping a sexual act with a Florida A&M 
University pre-nursing student, a judge sentenced 
Bentley to six months of probation on Monday, 40 hours 
of work on the Leon County Sheriffs road work program 
and fined him $500 plus $150 in court costs. 

"The program is in association with Leon County," 
Jan Taylor of the Leon County road work program said 
Wednesday. "Scott will be required to do 10 hours of 
manual labor a day consisting of picking up trash and 
pulling weeds." 

Bentley said he recorded the audio tape to protect 
himself from being accused of rape in the future. It is 
against Florida law to record another person without 
their consent. Bentley said he didn't know of the law. 

According to Taylor, dates for the road work have 
not been set, adding that it's up to participants to set 
their own dates. 

Bentley's probation will include a meeting once a 
month with his probation officer, Hilda King, to 
determine if Bentley has broken any of his probation 
requirements. Along with not missing any of the monthly 
meetings, Bentley can't break any further laws or carry 
any weapons. 

"In the event that he doesn't comply with the 
conditions set in his probation contract, we will file a 
legal affidavit with the court," King said. "Depending 
on the severity of the infraction, additional probation or 
jail time could result."

This weekend's performances of 
Return Engagements close the 
curtain on the 45th season for the 
Tallahassee Little Theatre. 

Return Engagements, written by 
Bernard Slade (Same Time Next 
Year, Tribute) details a spans of 30 
years in eight distinctly different 
characters' lives.

The cast includes Tonya Williams 
as Daisy, the actress, and Scot Fleck 
as the bellboy, who make up the first 
couple. Richard Pippin portrays Joe 
the construction worker in the scenes 
with Lisa Beasly who acts two roles, 
that of Miranda the Polish immigrant 
and her daughter Miranda.

The comic was a grim 
revenge fantasy, but nobody wants 
to watch an all-powerful hero just 



wipe out people left and right so 
the executives turn a force of nature 
into Casper the Gun-toting Ghost. 

Which explains the 
transformation of the comic's gang 
leader Top Dollar into the movie's 
incestuous warlock crime boss.

Yes, it is a tragedy that Brandon 
Lee is dead, but let's not make him 
out to be some kind of icon. He may 
have had more talent than 
expressed, but it would take a much 
better film than The Crow for it to 
shine through.

Tallahassee's only residence for 
the homeless, The Shelter, is one 
step closer to improving its capacity 
to deal with the city's homeless popu- 
lation as it snagged $130,000 to pur- 
chase an adjacent building. 

The Shelter's request, made 
through the city's Community Im- 
provement Project, was given the 
green flag by the Public Fi 
Subcommittee in a specia 
last Thursday night. 

The Community Improvement 
Committee had axed $100,000 from 
the request in a meeting two weeks 
ago and told The Shelter to use the 
remaining $30,000— money from a 
Community Development Block 
Grant, a federal program adminis- 
tered by local governments — to make 
structural improvements in its cur- 
rent building. 

But after pleas from Shelter board 
members at Thursday's meeting, the 
committee decided to grant the full 
amount, according to CDBG Admin- 
istrative Supervisor Betty Rivers.

Cable industry goes 
cold on adding channels

NEW ORLEANS— After years of 
reeling in dollars, the cable television 
industry, buffeted by regulation, 
competition and uncertainty about 
the future, is now just reeling. 

As cable executives gather here 
this week for their annual 
convention, the mood among many 
is grim— uncharacteristically so for 
an industry that produced a boom 
as long and as loud as any in recent 
business history. 

Perhaps the most acute symptom 
of the industry's malaise is its 
sudden lack of interest in adding 
new channels. Booths at the 
convention center were staffed 
Sunday by representatives of the 
Military Channel, the Home and 
Garden TV Network and about 120 
other fledgling operations Each was 
hoping to earn a spot on the dial. 
But for the most part, the big cable 
systems were not buying 

What has chilled the ardor more 



than anything else, cable executives 
say, is price regulation, as demanded 
by Congress and practiced by the 
Federal Communications 



The FCC has ordered rate 
rollbacks that it says will amount to 
$3 billion — presumably delighting 
consumers but sending the cable 
industry into a defensive crouch 

Two-thirds of the nation's homes 
have cable now; in 1985, fewer than 
half did. Those numbers will not 
just keep shooting upward. 

"I'm basically an optimist," said 
Brian Roberts, president of the 
Comcast Corp., one of the largest 
cable system operators, "but there's 
no question that the first generation 
of executives who built the 
achievements of this industry are 
demoralized." Comcast itself, which 
had enjoyed 120 straight quarters 
without a decline in profits, saw that 
streak end in the last quarter when 
profits slid by 3 percent.

As if we needed it, now we have more evidence that though the war 
on drugs has been a failure, it's made quite a few voters paranoid. 

In a survey by six state newspapers, including the Tallahassee 
Democrat, some 1,400 voters were simply asked what is the single most 
important issue Gov. Lawton Chiles should be working on. The question 
was "open-ended"— in other words, it was a fill-in-the-blank question, 
not multiple choice. 

Far and away, the answer most often given (at 37 percent) was 
fighting crime and/or drugs. Immigration (17 percent) and education 
(14 percent) lagged far behind. 

When given choices, those polled dropped drug abuse to fifth place 
behind issues like controlling wasteful government spending! 
immigration and education. 

But notice how crime and drugs were simply lumped into one 
category. That's the way people think these days, thanks mostly to the 
war on drugs— a war waged by the government and through the 
media. 

What happens along the way is the public begins to conflate violent 
criminals with those criminals caught with heroin, speed, marijuana 
and other drugs on them. Drug users then get thrown into a penal 
system designed to punish rather than rehabilitate, and in the process 
they take up bunks and prison space while violent hard-core criminals 
walk away free because of overcrowding. 

A recent study by two Florida State University economics professors, 
Bruce Benson and David Rasmussen, came to the correct conclusion 
that the drug war is shackling the criminal justice system. 

"National statistics show that, instead of drug abuse leading to 
crime, crime leads to drug abuse," Rasmussen said. 

Unfortunately, few Americans are able to grasp the simple rule that 
correlation does not imply causation. Certainly our politicians haven't 

The alleged link does stick in people's minds though. When asked 
what the No. 1 problem facing our state is, the answer was crime and 
drugs. To most people, the two are inseparable. 

Drugs are a symptom of our crime problem, not the cause. People 
addicted to drugs need rehabilitation, not society's retribution. 

Worse, notice how when given a list of issues, Floridians realize 
there are more important problems than the drug war. It's unfortunate 
it takes a little prodding for them to reach this conclusion— and a sign 
that drugs stay on people's minds because the government keeps that 
problem there. 

And what an easy problem for the government to hold up, too. It's 
a problem in which there are clearly defined bad guys— the dealers, 
people (often minorities) getting rich by taking advantage of others! 
And then there's the government, champion of all that is good in its 
fight against these Bad Guys. 

In reality, the drug war serves as a smokescreen for the government's 
failure to address real issues— government mismanagement, welfare

Emphasis should be on victims, not 
how arrests tarnish FSU's program

I teach and tutor football players. I have gotten 
to know several and I like every one I've met. They 
have needs and desires just like ours. They're people. 

I'm a feminist. That means, simply enough, that 
I think women should have the same rights that 
men have — equal pay, equal say, equal duties in 
and out of the home. Most women on campus are 
feminists although they would never call themselves 
that because of its naughty connotations. And 
they're people. 

I've been dismayed at what I've seen over the 
past weeks in the newspapers and national 
magazines about our football team. And for 
conflicting reasons. I like some of the people who've 
been on those pages. I have trouble thinking of 
these guys as acting out the culture of machoism. 

In talking to women over the weeks, too, I keep 
hearing an anger about the fact that, locally, there 
is more concern for our image as a football team 
than the fact that sexual offenses have occurred to 
women on our campuses. 

If we want to talk about scandal, THAT is the 



entitlement to anything they want, 
to a woman's body. 

Not all men feel this way. But not all men even 
know the difference between "No" and "I really 
mean No!" That women are PEOPLE who think and 
feel and want and need. They are not i

But given this culture, I do not blame the football 
players. Not yet. What popular culture gives them 
every day is the message WOMAN IS OBJECT. 

All you need to do is turn on MTV. I'm not at all 
opposed to nudity, most women aren't. What I am 
opposed to is that women almost exclusively end 
up being nude or half nude on the screen. 

All you need to do is look at the newspaper. 
When a woman "comes out" about sexual battery 

women are whores or crazy or stupid. 

When a newspaper reporter says she doesn't 
feel safe, she gets hate mail or arguments, often 
from other women. Women have to convince 
that they aren't objects. And we do 
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things fall apart 

have to tell ourselves that we are people, not objects, 
every single day of our lives just to keep on going. 

Statistics show that one out of every four women on 
college campuses will be raped. Look around your dorms, 
your classrooms. Again, one out of every four college 
women has or will experience sexual battery. 

And at least 16.5 percent of women can be diagnosed 
with Post Traumatic Stress Disorder 17 years after they 
are raped. And if you're a black woman, you're 33 percent 
more likely to be sexually assaulted. And if you're part of 
the general population, 44 percent of you will be sexually 
assaulted. That's almost half of women. Half. 

This is the disgrace. Let me say it again. THIS is the 
disgrace. THIS is what we need to tackle. 

I don't want to place any more blame on anybody else. 
Most men aren't rapists and wouldn't rape. Most men 
hate what's happening to women. John Nogowski, for 
instance, said in last Friday's Tallahassee Democrat that 
men need to learn how to treat women. 

This is the kind of speaking out we need in our oomm unity. 
From sports columnists as well as from feminist writers. 

But I'm not sure if I arrived at age 18 as a college 
football player, and became part of a No. 1 team that I'd 
have a reality check. Consider the way we valorize the 
football team. Consider the thousands and thousands of 
fans who watch and yell from the stands, consider that 
the football team appears on national television, consider 
that we parade these guys around town in cars simply 
because they're football players. 

Not because they make 4.0 CPAs (and some do). Not 
because they help out at homeless shelters. Not because, 
as one of my football player students did, they thank you 
for your help and walk you to your car at night to make 
sure you get home safely. 

They get this attention because they're so big and 
strong and tough that, well, they are entitled to everything. 

I don't blame the football players. I happened to like 
them. But they're insulated from the real world. And 
we're not doing them any favors by doing this. 

What we need is to be recognized nationally because 
we have such a good rape crisis center. Because our 
university leaders have enormous sensitivity to the issue 
and will fund education about what sexual battery is. 
Many men truly think that "No" means "Well, she really 
wants to, I just have to push her a little." 

We need to talk about what sexual battery is, what 
rape is, so we don't get paranoid and tape each other. 

Men and women on campus need to talk to each other 
about sex. I know, it's embarrassing. Seems way uncool 
to ASK somebody if they feel like it. Or say NO and firmly 
mean and stick with NO. 

It's not romantic, but it's better than jail.

The suit is going to hurt the 
president, who makes a little over 
$200,000 a year as the world's 
mighty man. His wife, Hillary, quit 
her job and their savings account is 
relatively slim. To fight the suit, 
Clinton has hired prominent 
criminal defense attorney Robert 
Bennett, who charges about $400 
an hour.

Phylis Bosco's life-sized 
sculpture In Honor of the Dancing 
Girls makes a strong statement by 
using women made from palm 
frons, adorned with jewelry their 
hands have made.

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Florida football rep fizzles after dominant decade

Winning a national championship 
has generally been a sign that an 
athletic program has reached its 
peak, a level of power which high 
school recruits can only dream of 
being offered a scholarship. 

And with both Miami and Florida 
State having won titles in the past 
decade, plus the University of 
Florida's past glory, Florida quickly 
earned the reputation of being the 
elite state in college football. But how 
did it get there? 

Should recent allegations of 
corruption at FSU and Miami prove 
true, just a few years after UF 
completed its own probation, then 
Florida will be an example of just 
how to win it all in college football. 
Maybe it's simply evolving into its 
own league — The National Florida 
League, as Mike Lupica of ESPN's 
"Sports Reporters" babbled Sunday? 
A league where athletic departments, 
boosters, coaches, players and agents 
will take whatever means necessary 
to win. Legally or illegally. 

For Florida State and Miami, the 
glory of reigning atop the 



elite is seemingly falling apart, 
crashing and burning in front of their 
own eyes. 

Just one week after Sports 
Illustrated shocked the nation with 
its cover story "Anatomy of a 
Scandal," naming seven FSU football 
players as having received illegal 
gifts from sports agents during its 

of 

raced though the state. 
Friday, the Miami Herald 
reported that UM football players 
received cash from rapper Luther 
Campbell from 1986 to 1992. During 
that span the Hurricanes won three 
national titles 

But corruption is nothing new in 
college athletics. The University of 
Florida paid its players in the 
eighties, Washington offered bans 
to its players and Cal State Fullerton 
even dispersed food stamps to 
athletes. 

The Footlocker shopping spree at 
FSU and the "play for pay" 
allegations at UM are symbols of 
what is going on throughout the 
entire NCAA, where winning has 
taken over as the No. 1 priority of 
college athletic departments. 



These are situations that are 
obviously prevalent in college 
athletics," said Mark Jones of the 
NCAA. "I'm not sure if we will 
more and more situations like these, 
it all depends on what the papers 
can dig up." 

According to the Herald, 
Campbell reportedly offered reward 
money for "big plays" during "big 
games." Campbell's alleged pay scale 
consisted of $50 for a hit causing a 
fumble, $100 for sacking the 
quarterback and $200 for an 
interception returned for a 
touchdown. 

UM athletic director Paul Dee 
addressed the Hurricanes' problems 
last Friday. 

"I don't think 1 expected that 
because FSU became the subject of 
an inquiry that we would become 
subject to an inquiry also," Dee said. 
'This program is probably under as 
much scrutiny as most programs in 
the United States, if not more. There 
are going to be situations that arise 
that we have to deal with that we 
haven't otherwise dealt with." 

During a 1989 game against the 
then unbeaten Notre Dame Fighting 



Irish, the stakes of Campbell's "pay- 
scale" skyrocketed according to ex- 
Hurricane running back Stephen 
McGuire. The bounty on ex-Irish 
wide out Raghib "Rocket" Ismail 
reportedly bolstered to $1,000 for 
legally forcing Ismail to leave the 
game while the bounty on 
quarterback Tony Rice reached 
$1,500. 

"I am very concerned that these 
allegations have broken NCAA 
regulations," UM president Edward 
T. Foote II said. "1 met with athletic 
directors and coaches to share 
information this morning and 
ordered an internal investigation to 
begin immediately." 

While Campbell doesn't admit to 
the charges, Brett Perriman, a 
receiver at UM from 1984-87 told 
the Herald over the years in question 
he paid current players "a couple 
thousand dollars," Perriman also said 
while he played at UM, former 
players paid him, but he refused to 
identify anyone 

"When we come back to school, 
we'll give them $ 100 or $200 in clubs," 
he said. Perriman also said some 
current players told him that they 



would pay him back once they got to 
the NFL, but Perriman told them 
not to pay him, rather to "help 
someone else on the team who is 
struggling. Keep the tradition going " 

If the NCAA finds players did 
receive payments from Campbell or 
any ex-player, both labeled as major 
violations, penalties could range from 
reduced recruiting visits and a ban 
from bowl games. 

"We really aren't in the position 
to comment on the incident," Jones 
said. "It's information that just hit 
the papers, we'll have to look into it 
and determine what are ofTtces will 
do. The university did contact us this 
morning and said they have begun 
their own investigation." 

Aside from incidents involving 
Campbell and Perriman, former and 
current players say they also received 
free dinners, movie passes and 
tickets to sporting events 

So one thing that won't change 
next football season is the high 
anticipation of the P8U/UM game, 
but the annual "Game of the 
Century" seems destined to 
known as the "Scandal Bowl.

Life prolonging, right to die 
at heart of TMRMC forum

Family conflict, unresolved guilt and the 
ethical dilemmas that the incapacitated dying 
leave on loved ones and the medical community 
were the focus of a forum on the right to die. 

The Tuesday night discussion dealt with 
the issues of advance directives such as living 
wills and surrogate decision makers in the 
event that a patient cannot make decisions for 
themselves. 

There are worse things than dying, there 
is nothing worse than placing your family in a 
situation where they don't know your feelings 
about your life," said speaker Terry Perlin, a 
medical ethics consultant from Miami 
University in Oxford, Ohio. 

In support of advance directives, Perlin 
stressed the importance of documenting one's 
implicit wishes about the extent of life- 

i and treatment in case of

incapacitation or terminal illness. 

Not outlining one's wishes in case of coma, 
trauma or vegetable-state could have 
devastating results, said Perlin, citing a case 
of family conflict over the patient's wishes. 

"You will leave others with the worst 
dilemmas, decisions and ultimately unresolved 
guilt because of their inability to be certain," 
said Perlin to an audience of more than 50 at 
East Hill Baptist Church. 

Advance directives in the form of living 
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but this election has been 
surrounded by controversy. Parents 
have sat in on classes without the 
required 24-hour notice, teachers 
say, to monitor what and how 
material is being taught.

Teachers talking about 
leaving 

A good sign of the size of the 
problem at Killearn Lakes 
Elementary is the number of 
teachers who are considering 
leaving. 

Three of the 10 teachers 
interviewed said they have 
considered leaving because of 
bullying. In all, there's talk of as 
many as 1 1 faculty members either 
leaving or requesting a transfer to 
teach someplace else next fall. 

Tom Lands, a parent supporting 
the teachers and administration, 
said the group of dissident parents 



have told school officials that "unless 
you have it like we want it we're 
going to stay on top of you." 

All of the 10 teachers interviewed 
said they have been or know of 
teachers who have been bullied by 
Florida A&M University Professor 
Denis Ridley and another parent, 
Joe Forshee. None of the 10 teachers 
wanted their names to be used in 
the story for fear of reprisals and 
more intimidations from Ridley, 
Forshee and other parents. 

Teachers complain that Forshee 
"patrols the campus with his cellular 
phone" and calls the sheriffs office 
and school board to complain that 
teachers are allowing children to 
assault one another when they 
scuffle. 

Forshee admits to the calls, but 
he claims there are assaults at the 
school everyday and he doesn't 
consider the calls harassment.

"We haven't been against the 
teachers. They're doing a good job," 
he said. "(But) teachers have put 
themselves, by defending this 
principal, in the way. If they don't 
want their feelings hurt, then they 
should stay out of it. It's between us 
and the principal. ... But the guy 
(Witherspoon) is such a weakling 
that all the women run to defend 
him." 

Witherspoon requested a transfer 
from Killearn Lakes and will finish 
his stint there at the end of the 
school year He begins as the 
principal of Apalachee Elementary 
School in August. 

"There have been so many 
different rumors," said Ridley. It 
bothers me that some teachers want 
to bring this up and beat their chest 
because Witherspoon's leaving, 
instead of concentrating on their jobs 
... For them, it was embarrassing 
that the test scores got out." 

Ridley said he has only sat in on 
one class and was invited that time 
by the teacher. Though he's been 
vocal against both the school's 
teaching methods and Witherspoon, 
Ridley says nobody has directly 
criticized him.

Dropping test scores 
and no discipline 

From 1992 to 1993, student 
scores on aptitude tests went down. 
The worst was among fifth graders, 
whose scores dropped about 5 
percentage points in reading and 15 
percentage points in mathematics. 

Ridley, Forshee and other dissi- 
dent parents point to those figures 
as a sign that Witherspoon's lack of 
discipline and new teaching methods 
are hurting their children's 
educations. 

Ridley and Forshee said students 
should be taught reading through 
the use of phonics, instead of sight 



"I've talked to Freda Wynn (the 
incoming principal). In the fall there 
will be a return to phonetics," said 
Ridley, who said the absence of 
phonetic teaching and strict 
discipline are responsible for the 
drop in scores.. 

One teacher, however, said 
phonics are already used in current 
teaching techniques. As for the test 
scores, she said the school used two 
different tests during those 



and that must be factored in any 
assessment of the scores. 

The biggest problem facing the 
school is discipline, according to 
dissident parents 

Two parents, Chris Rivers and 
Pam Thompson, say they've had 
children come home with more than a 
fair share of bloody noses and bruises. 

"1 removed a child from the school 
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because he was getting beat up... 
and Mr. Witherspoon would not do 
anything " said Rivers. "I have no 
complaints about the curriculum. 
My son didn't get the education that 
my daughter got, but I don't fault 
the teacher, they didn't have a 
principal who would support them." 

Thompson said the teachers of 
Killearn Lake do a great job and 
deserve a "medal of honor" for 
sticking through all of the problems 
and the change of a principal and 
an assistant principal. She said her 
only complaint was that 
Witherspoon couldn't provide a safe 
environment for children. 

Two of Thompson's kids have been 
beaten up several times— her son 
came home with a hand print on his 
neck from being choked by another 
child and his eyes swollen shut from 
having sand rubbed into his eyes. 

"We hate for the school to be in 
the news and getting the negative 
attention," she said.

of our young people, there is no sense 
of expectation that a future is worth 
living for— or that it even exists. One 
lives for today, because tomorrow 
might never come. 

This is the central reason that 
reactionary black nationalism has 
emerged as a cultural and social force 
among our young people. When white 
society and our government become 
blind and mute to the harsh realities 
of inner-city poverty, unemployment 
and social chaos, the activism and 
militancy among our young people 
turn inward.

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Reunion show brings together revolutionary collective

"Space: the final frontier." 

The wise words of Captain James 
T. Kirk of the classic television show 
Star Trek weren't the inspiration for 
the (nospace) Art Foundation, but 
they might as well have been. 

In 1975 after the Pop explosion in 
modern art began to die down, 
approximately 33 Tallahassee artists 
decided to form a collective of sorts 
to get art back before the public eye 
again. They would produce art just 
like they had been for years. The 
only difference would be where they 
would show it. 

"We showed art in places where it 
was never shown before, and 
certainly not expected. We used 
advertising spaces on the TalTran 
bus line for three years, 
environmental pieces lined the Myers 
Park jogging trail, and we used 
billboard space that was available," 
past president and original member 
Bruce Frank said Monday. 

Frank, who is the current director 
of Florida State University's multi- 
media laboratories, is an original 
member and past 
president of 
(nospace) and a 
co-coordinator of 
the show. 

In 1977 the 
group held a show 
in the D&D Motel 
in Perry. The 
housing portion of 
the motel had 
closed down, but 
owners allowed 
members of 



(nospace) to use cabins on the 
property previously used for storage. 

"In a way we did them a favor by 
cleaning the cabins out; they were 
pretty messy before we got there. 
We opened the show in the motel's 
restaurant, and for the 
announcements and posters we used 
the old placemats," Frank said. 

(nospace) opened new doors for 
exhibitionists, as it was the first to 
utilize the space many artists use 
today, including the top of the state 
Capitol building. The group formed 
for many purposes: to have a 
collective, to bring art back into the 
spotlight, to encourage new artists, 
and, most of all, to find spots outside 
of the usual locations to show work. 

"Rather than go into the 
museums, we wanted to exhibit in 
unusual places, but not ignoring the 
traditional galleries at the same time. 
In fact, we chose to have our reunion 
show at a gallery, the FSU Gallery 
and Museum. The show is not only a 
reunion for (nospace), but the annuul 
show for the Artists' league, which 
grew out of the original group," Frank 
said. 



(nospace) lasted until the mid- 
1980s, when a majority of the original 
members relocated. The group 
decided to disband, but not before 
obtaining a federal non-profit status 
charter. They then met with the 
curator and director of the FSU 
Gallery and Museum to see if they 
would have a use for the charter. 
They decided to form an Artists' 



league to continue the (nospace) Art 
Foundation Inc. charter, so they 
could apply for grants and aid to 
support local artisans. 

"The Artists' League took over the 
non-profit charter and associated the 
organization with the museum. So 
this reunion show is like a gift back 
to them, to thank them for their 
actions and to show all the work 



(nospace) members accomplished and 
all the work the Artists' League 
finished thanks to them," Curator of 
Education and Registrar of 
Exhibition Vicki Wylder said 
Monday.

at FSU. 

First it was Sports Illustrated's article accusing 
unscrupulous sports agents of giving cash and gifts to 
Seminole players during the 1993 season. Then the 
arrests of kicker Scott Bentley, tight end Kamari 
Charlton and running back Sean Jackson added more 
flaws to the ACC's complexion. 

Each incident obviously hurts the reputation of 
Florida State. But ACC commissioner Gene Corrigan 
isn't worried about the conference's image. 

"The S.I. thing with the agents is unfortunate," 
Corrigan said. "I don't think people are looking at FSU 



in a bad light. The agents did the wrong doing, not FSU. 
The incidents at FSU aren't going to hurt the reputation 
of the conference." 

Lori Regnier, an assistant sports information director 
at Duke, agrees that the ACC won't suffer from the 
incidents at FSU, but blames the Seminole coaches for 
letting the players roam out of control. 

"It doesn't lower the credibility of the conference," 
Regnier said. "It's something that Florida State has to 
control. The only thing that can be worked on is better 
player control. Coaches need to take responsibility and 
teach their players what is right and what is wrong." 

So according to conference officials, the ACC will 
maintain its credibility in the minds of the nation.

ACC says 

scandal 
will not 
hurt rep

When Florida State joined the 
Atlantic Coast Conference in 1991, 
it quickly took over as the ACC's 
athletic powerhouse, winning back- 
to-back football and softball titles, 
while twice finishing second in 
basketball. 

In a conference known for its 
academics with schools such as Duke, 
North Carolina and Wake Forest, 
one would think the sudden 
misfortunes of Seminole football 
players would hurt the reputation of 
the pristine ACC. 

But conference officials still say 
the ACC is benefiting from FSU. 

"In the two or three years FSU 
has been in the conference we've 
shared in their success and 
triumphs," said Wake Forest Sports 
Information Director John Justice. 
"Everyone also shares when they 
struggle. That's what being in a 
conference is all about, hanging in 
there for each other. The ACC won't 
think any less of Florida State." 

Others are not so open about 
conference scandals. 

Bobby Robinson, the athletic 
director at Clemson, adamantly 
denied to comment on how the ACC 
handled his school's problems in the

According to Leon County 
Sheriffs Office spokesperson Dick 
Simpson, Eric Patchin's 1972 silver 
Volkswagen bug was found at 6 p.m. 
later that day in the parking lot of 
the Jr Food Store at U.S. 27 South 
and Chaires Road. 

Marisa Landsherger, a friend 
who was the last person known to 
Patchin, said she saw nothing 
out of the ordinary before he 
disappeared. 

"He came over to my house in a 
very good mood, I didn't think 
anything was up," Lansberger said 
Monday. "When he left my house 
we made definite plans for the next 
day It wasn't like he was pressed 
for time, because he didn't act like 
he was in a hurry and never checked 
his watch." 

Landsherger said she does not 
think Patchin, who lives with his 
mother and stepfather in Monticello, 
ran away because he did not take 
his car, a prized poetry notebook or 
his skateboard. 

"I looked through the book, and 
his very last poem was really down," 
she said. "He was down on himself 
for not having a job and having no 
money But a lot of his poems were 
depressing so I don't think it is 
significant 

"He had had trouble with 
skinheads in the past, and a cousin 
of his was beat up over at the Cow 
I laus. His car may have overheated, 
and he had to park it at the Jr. Food 
Store. Maybe someone was there and 
he 0Dl in trouble," lansberger said 

She added that Patchin had 
talked to friends about moving to 
Atlanta to pursue a music career, 
but she said she didn't think that 
explains his disappearance. 

"I don't think he would have left 
at 2:30 in the morning without 
telling anyone where he was going," 
Lansberger said. "I believe 
something came up at the Jr. Food 
Store" 

Sheriffs department officials say 
they're still searching for new leads. 

"We are still investigating the 
case," Simpson said. "We have been 
looking for him with detectives and 
helicopters, but nothing new has 
been found."

of being registered to vote and exercising that right. 

"For the first time in 129 years Florida has sent 
African-Americans to Congress. We have people that 
look like you in Congress," Brown said. 

This issue was called into question by a Supreme 
Court decision, Shaw v. Reno, in which gerrymandering 
for racial strength was "irregular on its face" and subject 
to constitutional scrunity. 

The rally tried to make people aware of the 
implication of this decision and what it could mean for 
African-Americans throughout the country. In memory 
of Martin Luther King, Jr., Melody Johnson, co-chair of 
the Tallahassee Rainbow Coalition, reminded the 



audience of the depth of the African -American struggle. 

"A threat to justice anywhere is a threat to justice 
everywhere," Johnson said. 

Jackson made the point that African -Americans will 
not go back to institutionalized segregation and 
discrimination after fighting for so long by emphasizing 
the right to vote. 

"We are celebrating the greatness of America who 
gives us the right to fight," Jackson said. 

Many other prominent African-Americans spoke at 
the rally, including the youngest member of Congress, 
Cleo Fields. He introduced Jackson by sharing with the 
audience how difficult it is to be an African-American 
today. 

"It is hard being black 24 hours a day. Being black 
in America is a hard job," Fields said.

Now Pearl Jam has requested a federal investigation into TicketMaster, 
accusing the distributors of using its exclusive arrangement with arenas 
and stadiums to prevent the band from j>erforming a tour with cheap 
tickets (under $18) and no more than $1.80 in service and handling 
charges. 

With tickets to shows by bands like the Kagles (yes, they've reunited to 
spread misery upon the world) and Pink Floyd running close to or over 
$ 1 00, TicketMaster has smelled a gold mine. We wish TM's opponents the 
best of luck in their fight against the ticket giant.

Museum 



they start asking voters to sign petitions to get the 
measure on the ballot this fall. 

'The whole project would cost less than $4 million; 
that's much less than the original cost involved in the 
original Civic Center (area)," MifTlyn Uhlfelder, vice 
president of Museum of Art Tallahassee, said last week. 

MAT is still in its preliminary stages, yet its 
committee is in the process of buying the old Warnish 
Cigar Factory, most recently known as the McGowan 
Lighting Center, located in Tallahassee's Southside. 

Originally the idea was to have a fine arts complex 
in the Civic Center area, but in September of 1993 the 
referendum failed by a mere 500 votes. Uhlfelder says 
this time the results will be different. 

This referendum would not include the proposed 
$29.5 million performing-arts center that was also 
defeated two Februarys ago 

Many of the supporters for the new site did not 
support the original referendum for the Civic Center 
complex, saying it cost too much. This includes Dean 
Minardi, founder of the Warnish Cigar Factory site. 

The museum would be a catalyst for rehabilitating the 
Southside, said Kim Williams, writer of the new proposal 
and president of the Southside Merchants Association. 
"This building itself lends itself to art. First, it will 



a destination for the Southside," Williams said 
The Lemoyne Art Foundation is the unsigned 
partner of the art museum, according to Dick Puckett, 
director of lemoyne. MAT and Lemoyne have not met 
to sign the official papers for the partnership because 
the original plan was for Lemoyne to work with MAT 
after the property was bought. Puckett also mentioned 
that he does not know what type of art collection is 
being considered for the museum. 

"It seems that I^emoyne wants to keep the museum 
on their own complex," said Williams. 

Janice Hartwell, a member of MATs board of 
directors and an art professor at Florida State 
University, said the museum would draw in art — 
once the money's in place. 

"First, we need to get the money for the building, then 
the art community will be attracted," Hartwell said. 

"We need to show the city of Tallahassee that art 
is supported. Beginning Friday of this week, there 
will be a petition going around for the supporting 
voters to sign," said Hartwell. 

The city is holding a grant of $1 million and the 
state is holding an additional grant of $500,000 if the 
referendum is passed on Sept. 8, according to Glen 
Barber, president of MAT. 

'This museum would have numerous traveling 
exhibits, particularly from the state of Florida," said 
Barber. 'We wouldn't be able to obtain a permanent
